first sub-layer, a portion of the second sub-layer is formed above an upper surface of the outer 
portion of the insulating layer, and the protective insulating layer is formed on the second sub- 
layer and also above an upper surface of the outer portion of the insulating layer; or that each 
layer of the multiple wiring layers including a plurality of plugs that are formed so that plugs of 
one level are offset and staggered in relation with plugs of another lever, and the multiple wiring 
layers and the plugs are formed outside a region of the pad opening as viewed in a plan view.
